New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its forest 
fire problem: - 97 percent of all our forest fires being man- 
caused and preventable - a serious indictment of interest in 
our own welfare and that of our neighbor. Both the State and 
the towns are striving diligently to effectively meet the 
challenge through education of the public to the threat fire 
presents to our woodlands; by maintaining a well trained 
corps of wardens and deputy wardens in every community 
and by providing ample opportunity for all who wish to dis- 
pose of unwanted waste materials. Careless and perverse- 
ness, however, continue to be the big hurdles. 


Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters and fish- 
ermen; careless burning of debris during hazardous periods 
in dangerous locations; illegal burning; improperly exting- 
uished debris, camp and cook fires - all result in serious 
loss of property disruption of industry and farm work and 
unnecessary expenditure of town and state funds. 


To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your com- 
munity and your local forest fire warden need YOUR thought- 
ful and cooperative effort - The rules are simple. 


1. Don’t burn at home - use your town dump and avoid all 
fire problems. 

2. If you do burn, be sure to‘secure a written permit from 
your local forest fire warden when the ground is not 
covered with snow. Permits are required for open debris 
fires, home incinerators, outdoor fire places and camp 
fires. Your warden is instructed to permit burning if 
weather conditions, site and type of burning are safe. 

3. Be sure that al] lighted material - cigars, cigarettes 
and matches - are completely out before discarding 
them. Use ash trays in automobiles. 

4. Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires are 
completely out before leaving them. 

5. Insist that others be careful and comply with burning 
requirements. 

6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and aid 
him to extinguish it.

One disadvantage of the new building at Newbury was the 
lack of space for play area. The Schoo] Board has been 
gradually making improvements to the school lot to take 
care of this problem. The use of town equipment has been 
most helpful in making additional space available. It is 
hoped that over the years additional space can be provided. 

We have been fortunate in keeping our teachers in Newbury 
over a long period of time, a fact that has been most helpful 
to our educational program in Newbury. The supply of teach- 
ers continues to be very critical, and most girls prefer the. 
larger towns or cities. When a town has good teachers every 
effort should be made to keep them. 
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Miss Blanche Bailey has been our music teacher for the 
past twelve years, serving the towns of Bradford, Hopkinton, 
Newbury and Sutton, Warner and Webster. Although she had a 
busy schedule the first year, increasing demands have been 
made on Miss Bailey each year. The music program in the 
two high schools have increased, and, with the New Minimum 
Standards set up for the high schools, further demands on her 
time’ will be demanded to further aggravate the problem. Hop- 
kinton is adding six more classrooms next year. 

This means that we will have to make some adjustment in 
our music program next year. Miss Bailey and I have been 
working on a possible solution. One possibility is an addi- 
tional music teacher, and eventually the district will have ~ 
to have two music teachers. The other possibility is that we 
will have to adjust the amount of time that she spends at 
each school. This can be done for a year or two. 

Whatever the solution may be the joint school boards will 
make the final decision which I am sure will be in the best 
interest of al] the children in the district. — a 

The ski program and the lunch program continue to be ex- 
cellent ones that the community can be justly proud. We 
have an excellent educational program in Newbury and every 
effort should be made to keep it that way.
